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Welfare errors exceed $ 7 billion 


WASHINGTON (AP) -A government 


audit released today shows that one 
million welfare families are ineligible or 
overpaid at an annual cost to taxpayers 
of $1.17 billion. 


The Department of Health, Education 


and Welfare said the conclusions were 
reached from state samplings of 44,000 
of the 3.1 million families receiving Aid 
to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC). 


The review showed that 10.2 per cent 


or 316,200 cases were ineligible, 22.8 per

Voluntary gas 
limits outlined 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Energy czar 


William E. Simon asked the driving 
public today to limit itself voluntarily to 
10 gallons of gasoline per week. 


But Simon avoided imposing any 


mandatory gasoline restriction at this 
time. 
He said full public compliance with a 


10-gallon limit would make gasoline rat- 
ioning unnecessary. But, he said he will 
not have time to find out how well it is 
working before he and President Nixon 
make their decision whether or not to 
start the wheels of rationing in motion by 
the end of this month. 


Simon left open the possibility that 


gasoline rationing could be called off 
even if it were started —during the 60 or 
so days it would take to put the system 
into actual operation. 


At the same time, Simon announced he 


will provide 1.5 million barrels of milit- 
ary jet fuel from the Pentagon stockpile 
to United States international airlines to 
help them through a fuel crisis until the 
end of January. 


Simon told a news conference that 


airline representatives said fuel cut- 
backs at foreign airports were affecting 
international carriers and that imported 
jet fuel was cut by the Arab boycott. 


He said providing the military fuel 


would reduce the Pentagon's stockpile of 
jet fuel from an expected 100 per cent 
requirement by Jan. 31 to about 95 per 
cent. 


Simon also issued a warning to electric 


utility companies against continued ad- 
vertising designed to make the public 
think there is plenty of electricity and no 
need to conserve it.

"The next step is for states to 


implement these corrective action plans 
so that error rates will be sharply 
reduced by June 30, 1975, to an 
ineligibility rate of no more than 3 per 
cent and an overpayment rate of no more 
than 5 per cent," HEW Secretary Caspar 
W. Weinberger said. "States that fail to 
reach their reduction goals will lose part 


of their federal funds." 


Federal funds account for an average 


of 54.1 per cent of total welfare costs, 
with state and local governments 
providing the rest. 


James S. Dwight Jr., administrator of 


HEW's Social and Rehabilitation Ser- 
vice, said state corrective action plans 
include increased verification of a wel- 
fare recipient's or applicant's outside 
income, more use of flat grant, 
payments, more face-to-face interviews 
and better training of caseworkers 


Simon said his new Federal Energy 


Office had found about 20 such ads over 
the last few weeks and he was watching 
to see which company prints the next 
one. 


He warned that unless new ways are 


found to save energy utilities may soon 
start running short of residual fuel oil. 


In calling for gasoline saving, Simon

gallons if he thought he had to.

against a service station selling more 
thTan 10 gallons .per customer. 


Simon said he was relying on volun- 


tary cooperation until Congress passes 
legilation providing authority to make 
such measures mandatory. 


Updating his demand figures for pet- 


roleum, Simon reported that overall the 
nation saved enough fuel and obtained 
enough additional imports during the 
four weeks following Nov. 10 to ac- 
cumulate petroleum inventories a little 
faster than expected. 


Members

forecast higher prices for consumers 
purchasing gasoline and heating oil.

GREEN BAY — One Brown County 


Sheriff-Traffic Department investiga- 
tor is dead, another injured and the 
man who shot them is hospitalized 
after a shooting incident at the Brown 
County Safety Building this morning. 


Sgt. Wayne J. Truttmann, 41, was 


dead at the scene of gunshot wounds to 
the head, chest and shoulder, accord- 
ing to Brown County Coroner Timothy 
Blaney. 


Lt. Donald R. Van Straten, 44, was 


admitted to the intensive care unit at 
St. Vincent Hospital in critical condi- 
tion after suffering multiple chest 
wounds. As of 11 a.m., his condition 
had stabilized. 


The assailant, whose identity has not 


been released, is reported in critical 
condition at St. Vincent Hospital. 


Dist. Atty. Donald Zuildmulder said 


the assailant will be charged with first 
degree and attempted first degree 
murder as well as other charges he 
refused to specifiy this morning. 


Sheriff Norbert Froelich reported at 


a press conference that, the two inves- 
tigators had stopped the assailant on a 
traffic violation before 8 a.m. today.

materials in the car, an investigation 
was undertaken. 


The car was taken to the garage 


between the safety building and its 


annex where the two officers began 
searching it.

port was closed early Wednesday and 
was not expected to open again until 
today. 


Many businesses closed at midday to 


give employes a chance to get home 
before streets and highways became 
impassable, but most hotels in the area 
were full or nearly so early in the 
evening. 


The Bi-State etransit System said 


buses were running as much as an hour 
behind schedule because of the snow and 
the many stranded cars blocking streets. 


Drivers who escaped the city found 


"nothing but chaos out here," said a St. 
Louis County policeman. "People are 
stuck on even the small hills." 


The Missouri Highway Patrol said late 


Wednesday night that it was still 
working to clear two major backups. 


"Right now we have almost 50 


wreckers out there (on Interstate 55) 
trying to clear up a jam of hundreds of 
cars. There hasn't been a serious ac- 
cident, but cars and trucks are sideways 
on the highway, off the ditches and 
everywhere imaginable." 


Schools let pupils go home at midday, 


and city school officials announced that 
classes would not resume until Jan. 2, 
adding several days to the Christmas 
break. 


Throughout the affected region, the 


storm contributed to at least 16 deaths, 
closed factories and schools, knocked 
out electric power and delayed traffic. 


Traffic on Interstate 57 was backed up 


for 45 miles across central Illinois. A 
1^-hour back-up of trucks was reported 
on Interstate 70 near Effingham, 111.

Spanish premier 
killed in blast 


Few stations to be open 


MADRID, Spain (AP) -Premier Luis 


Carrero Blanco, No 2 man behind Gen. 
Francisco Franco, was killed today by 
an explosion that hurled his car about 30 
feet into the air. There was speculation 
—but no official confirmation —that he 
had been assassinated. 


A high police source said the blast was 


caused by a bomb that exploded in the 
70-year-old premier's car as he drove to 
work. The official police report on 
Carrero Blanco's death did not give the 
cause of the explosion, however. 


The premier's chauffeur and a 


bodyguard also were killed. Two other 
persons in a car behind the premier's 
were wounded. 


The explosion sent shock waves 


through this nation ruled by Franco 
alone since the end of the Spanish civil 
war in 1939. 


Radio and television stations switched 


from regular programs to funeral 
music. Some schools closed and \police 
patrolled known trouble spots, some 
arrests were reported. 


Franco summoned his cabinet to an 


emergency meeting. 


The explosion came shortly before the 


scheduled start of a trial of nine workers 
and a Roman Catholic priest accused of 
fomenting strikes. 


The defense attorneys said they would 


seek a postponement. 


Labor strikes have been a continuing 


problem for Franco's regime. Another 
problem has been the movement by a 
Basque underground organization which 
seeks independence from Madrid. 


Carrero Blanco became premier last 


June. He conferred on Wednesday with 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
who had come to Spain to discuss U.S. 
military bases. 


Carrero Blanco's death raised the 


deputy premier, Torcuato Fernandez 


Miranda, 58, into the premiership. He 
has been closely associated with Fran- 
co's regime through the years. 


A police spokesman said police were 


still seeking the cause of the explosion 
that killed the premier. He added that 
there had been an odor of natural gas at 
the scene of the explosion, outside 
Carrero Blanco's apartment house. 


City engineers were probing the rub- 


ble in the street in search of a possible 
cause, he said. This was the official 
police version. 


But the high police source indicated a 


bomb had been planted in Carrero 
Blanco's car. 


One witness said the explosion ; 


damaged about 15 other cars. 


Carrero was named "president of the" 


government," or premier, last June 
after the family of Franco, the 80- 
year-old chief of state, induced him to 
give up some of his duties. The new 
premier packed the government with 
conservatives once more, ousting a 
group of technocrats. They had been 
showing some liberal tendencies along 
with programs of industrial and 
economic development they were 
pushing to draw Spain into the European 
community. 


Carrero's elevation made him the heir 


to at least a portion of Franco's power in 
the event of the generalissimo's death, 
and the strongman's closest collaborator 
in the day-to-day running of the 
government. Franco previously had 
designated Prince Juan Carlos de Bor- 
bon, the grandson of Spain's last king, to 
succeed him as chief of state. 


Carrero has been described as "more 


Franco than Franco." He was at Fran- 
co's side during the 1936-39 civil war and 
in the government since. He had been

Another confrontation 
likely on tapes, files 


WASHINGTON (AP) -A new legal 


confrontation over presidential tapes is 
brewing in the face of Senate Watergate 
committee subpoenas demanding 
President Nixon turn over 481 record- 
ings and hundreds of other items from 
White House files. 


The committee served its subpoenas 


late Wednesday only hours after the 
long, often bitter legal battle over the 
nine tapes subpoenaed by the special 
Watergate prosecutor appeared headed 
for a resolution. 


U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 


cleared the way for a final delivery of 
subpoenaed material to the prosecutor 
when he issued a ruling upholding White 
House requests to withhold non-Water- 
gate material from the grand jury. 


That left only the questions of two 


conversations the White House says 
were never recorded and a third that is 
interrupted by an 18-minute buzz no one 
has yet been able to explain. 


Then the Watergate committee 


weighed in with a sweeping demand for 
material it contended pertains to all 
aspects of its investigation, ranging 
from the break-in at Democratic Nat- 
ional Committee headquarters and sub- 
sequent cover-up attempt to campaign 
contributions and the ITT antitrust 
settlement. 


The demands, contained in three 


subpoenas, sought not only tapes and 
files, but the President's daily diaries 
from Jan. 1, 1970, to Dec. 19, 1973, and 
the records for the past three years for 


telephones in 19 locations including the 
White House and the homes of 10 of 
Nixon's principal aides. 


The White House had no immediate 


comment on the demands But they ap- 
peared certain to be challenged on the 
grounds that they were too sweeping and 
would constitute a fishing expedition 
through executive office files 


Samuel J. Powers, a Miami attorney 


serving as a White House consultant on 
the tapes case, had commented earlier 
Wednesday that any demand for 
hundreds of tapes "really would almost 
shut down the executive department for 
us to have to do that kind of work." 


Last October, Sirica dismissed a 


committee request for a civil judgment 
supporting its subpoena of the tapes of 
five presidential conversations. The 
judge ruled that the committee had • 
failed to establish its right to sue the 
President. The committee has appealed 
that ruling. 


This week, the committee got that 


authority when Nixon reluctantly let a 
bill granting it become law without his 
signature. 


The President said he strongly ob- 


jected to the bill but recognized that the 
public and Congress "would place an 
interpretation on a veto which would be 
entirely contrary to my reasons for 
vetoing it." 


The next day committee members 


voted to subpoena additional material. 


"We're going to ask for every damn 


thing under the sun," one committee 
staff member said.

WASHINGTON - Rep. Harold V. 


Froehlich, R-Wis., has introduced two 
bills to assist the nation's paper in- 
dustry during a period of pulp shortage. 


One bill would take the controls off of 


the pulp industry by removing paper- 
making pulps from the Economic 
Stabilization program. The second bill 
would reduce pulps and wastepaper 
exports to the levels of fiscal 1973. 


Froehlich said the Cost of Living 


Council's controls on the ceiling price of 
domestic pulp were encouraging subs- 
tantially increased pulp exports while 
inhibiting 
capital 
investment 
to 


increase productive capacity. He also 
noted that price controls on pulp had 
prompted many companies to concen- 
trate their short pulp supplies on ex- 
pensive paper products. In fact, he said 
some companies have discontinued the 
manufacture of inexpensive paper 
products because of price controls. 


In recent days, Froehlich has pointed 


to present or potential shortages of 
many products. "The evidence is piling 
up that price controls on pulp have 
outlived their usefulness," Froehlich 
said. "Indeed they are beginning to 
inflict damage to the national economy. 


DNR gives strict

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) -Palestinian 


fuerriHa leader Yaiir Arafat is asking 
Kuwait to hand over the five Arab gun- 
men who killed 32 persons at the Rome 
and Athens airports Monday so they can 
"stand trial before a Palestinian 
revolutionary court," the pro-guerrilla 
newspaper Al Moharrer reported today. 


The paper said Arafat has instructed 


the Kuwait office of his Palestine 
Liberation Organization to ask for the 
extradition of the gunmen, who flew to 
the Persian Gulf sheikdom in a hijacked 
West German airliner and surrendered 
Tuesday. 


The Palestinian news agency WAFA 


reported that the PLO has asked the 
Kuwaiti government to allow its 
representatives to participate in the 
interrogation of the five terrorists. 


"PLO will also demand that the gun- 


men be turned over to the guerrilla 
leadership after the interrogation is over 
so that a proper punishment be meted 
out on them," WAFA said. 


The gunmen killed 30 persons in a fire 


bomb attack on a Pan American jetliner 
at the Rome airport and shot an Italian 
policeman to death there. After the 
hijacked Lufthansa plane landed in 
Athens, they killed an Italian hostage 
aboard the airliner.

GENEVA, Switzerland (AP) - 


Delegates to the Arab-Israeli peace 
conference were arriving in Geneva, and 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko and Egyptian Foreign 
Minister Ismail Fahmy pledged to do 
everything they could to achieve success 
in the negotiations. Israeli Foreign 
Minister Abba Eban said his govern- 
ment's aim was a peace agreement that 
would bring about "a condition of 
coexistence between Isreal and its 
neighbors." Egypt hoped for speedy 
action to arrange a pullback of Israeli 
forces along the Suez Canal, but Premier 
Golda Meir said that would not be taken

Singer Bob Darin dies 
after heart 


LOS ANGELES (AP)-Bobby Darin, 


whose all-time hit "Mack the Knife" 
sold two million copies and shot him to 
the top of the rock 'n' roll era of a decade 
ago, died today at 37. He had undergone 
open heart surgery Wednesday. 


Spokesman David Gershenson said 


Darin died about 12:15 a.m. PST in the 
intensive care ward of Cedars of 
Lebanon Hospital, where he had under- 
gone the six-hour operation. 


Darin had a history of heart trouble 


dating back to his boyhood days in the 
Bronx section of New York City when he 
suffered from rheumatic fever. 


Darin, who only recently had 


recovered from a popularity slide which 
cost him billings in Las Vegas and 
television appearances, had been ad- 
mitted to the hospital eight days ago. An 
examination showed that one of two ar- 
tificial valves inserted in his heart in 
1971 was not functioning properly, 
Gershenson said, necessitating Wed- 
nesday's surgery. 
The brash, ambitious Darin once 


vowed publicly that he would become a 
legend before he was 25. And he almost 
made it. 


By the age of 24, he was playing the 


country's top night spots, had signed $2 
million worth of movie contracts and had 
married his leading lady, Sandra Dee. 


But he admitted on his 25th birthday 


that he hadn't made it. 


"How can anyone be a legend when he 


has been exposed to the public for only 
two and a half years!" he said. But he 
added that he expected to become a 
legend eventually —"and an institution 
by 30." 


Darin's aggressiveness stemmed 


from his early years of struggle in the 
Bronx section of New York. He was born 
Walden Robert Cassotto on May 14,1936, 
and he grew up a skinny, sickly kid in a 
tough neighborhood. His father, whom 
he described as a small-time gangster, 
died before he was born. His mother 
lived on welfare. 


He learned to play the drums and was 


further toughened by appearing in the 
rugged show business schooling of 
summer camps in the Catskills. Bitter 
and disillusioned, he sought escape from 
his drab city life by writing songs. He 
showed them to a young publisher, 
Donnie Kirschner, and his career began. 


surgery 


Picking the name of Darin out of the 


telephone book, he began recording on 
the Decca label with little success. Then 
in May of 1958 he made the record 
"Splish Splash," a song he said he wrote 
in 12 minutes. The record sold 100,000 
copies in three weeks and established 
Darin as a teen-age idol. 


A recording of Kurt Weill's "Mack the 


Knife," based largely on an earlier in- 


Darin 


terpretation by Louis Armstrong, sold 
two million copies and established Darin 
as a top star. "I had to get beyond rock 
'n' roll; 'Mack' introduced me to the 
adult world," Darin said. 


Comedian George Burns adopted 


Darin as a protege and the pair appeared 
together in Las Vegas and on television. 
Darin's first movie was "Come Sep- 
tember," in which he playe"d opposite 
Sandra Dee. They eloped in December 
1960. A son, Dodd, was born in 1962. 


Darin appeared in more films —"Too 


Late Blues," "Hell Is For Heroes," "If 
a Man Answers," and "Point Blank"— 
and had his own television series. 


But in the mid-1960s his career began 


to run down. So did his marriage to 
Sandra Dee; they were divorced in 1967 
after she told a judge "he just woke up 
one morning and didn't want to be 
married any more." 


Six months ago Darin married Andrea 


Joy Yeager, a legal secretary. 


By 1970, Darin had changed his 


professional name to Bob and was pep- 
pering his night club act with anti-war 
remarks. His career declined further, 
but a year ago he staged a comeback and 
was once again making television ap- 
pearances and headlining in Las Vegas. 


He seemed to have lost what one critic 


had called his "builtin arrogance," and 
Darin himself admitted: "I have found 
an inner peace which precludes my do- 
ing battle with myself. As a result, the 
chances of my doing battle with the rest 
of the world are removed." 


Funeral arrangements were pending.

DETROIT (AP) -General Motors and

of 10 or more vehicles — accounts for 
about one million vehicles a year, or 10 
to 12 per cent of United States produc- 
tion. Before the 1971 model year, Ford 
and GM offered discounts averaging 
$250 per car to fleet customers. Since 
dropping the discounts, Ford and GM 
have seen their share of the fleet market 
fall from nearly 75 per cent to less than 
50 per cent. Chrysler Corp. continued the 
discount, and its portion of the fleet 
market has grown to more than 50 per 
cent. Elimination of the $250 discount 
has cost fleet car customers an es- 
timated $60 million a year.

Erwin will 
end career

Ervin Jr., D-N.C., retiring from the 
Senate after two decades, says this year 
of Watergate has been a disaster from 
which the country will recover but 
President Nixon may not. 


The 77-year-old Senate Watergate 


committee chairman, a Harvard Law 
School graduate who made a national 
television audience smile knowingly 
when he described himself as "just an 
ol' country lawyer," said Wednesday 
he'd finally met an opponent he could not 
master —his own advancing age. 


Ervin said he works harder than most 


senators of any age and has no doubt he 
could win another six-year term. He said 
he cannot ignore the fact he would be 84 
at the end of it, however. 


"Since time takes a constantly ac- 


celerating toll of those of us who live 
many years, it is simply not reasonable 
for me to assume that my eye will 
remain undimmed and my natural force 
stay unabated for so long a time," he 
said. 


As Ervin was telling North Carolina 


reporters about his six-month struggle 
to resolve what he called "the hardest 
problem which has ever confronted 
me," Watergate committee lawyers 
were delivering three subpoenas to the 
White House. They ordered the 
President to produce 481 White House 
tape recordings and hundreds of 
documents relating to all aspects of the 
Watergate probe. 


That move, made possible by a new 


law drafted by Ervin himself, was a 
clear signal that the Senate's Watergate 
investigation is not over. 


Ervin has said he intends to make 


public the transcripts of all the tapes and 
the copies of all the documents "because 
the public has the right to know the truth 
of what they may contain."

Eventually, when she is too old to 


travel or too tired to be so mobile, Dr. 
Hubbard says, she dreams of writing a 
series of articles on exceptional in-. 
dividuals —the term for people who are 
handicapped by a special problem such 
as retardation, cerebral palsy or blind- 
ness. 


"There is such a lack of education of 


the public," she said. "Some people still 
don't know that there is a difference 
between mental illness and mental ret- 
ardation."

DMT Ann Landers: Your correspon- 


dent, "Gay in Decatur," correctly notes 
that a growing number of psychiatrists 
now Join the Gay Liberation view that 
homosexuality is an "alternative life 
style" rather than an illness. You reply 
that an equally large number of 
psychiatrists (probably more) disagree. 
Names of three psychiatrists (including 
mine) were cited to support the position 
that homosexuality is an illness. 


"Homosexuality" is no more a 


specific diagnosis than is "heterosex- 
ual! ty." In some instances homosex- 
uality is a symptom of underlying 
conflict, or the end result of genetic, 
biological, cultural and environmental 
factors. There are many varieties of 
homosexual behavior. The experiment- 
ing adolescent, the one-night stand, the 
compulsive pickup in a bar or rest room, 
the married homosexual - to name a 
few. 


In my clinical experience as a prac- 


ticing psychiatrist, the reasonably well 
adjusted homosexual rarely comes in to 
be "straightened out." If he consults a 
psychiatrist it is because of anxiety, 
depression or other emotional distress, 
symptoms which also occur in the 
heterosexual. 


The Gay Liberation movement has 


done much to make the public aware of

"report that a city in Pakistan designed 
•'and built around 3,000 B.C. has houses in 
which there were private baths, plumb- 
ing fixtures and a waste disposal sys- 
tem. 


'• Remnants of the public baths of Rome 
I can be seen today. The large pools held 
! hundreds of people at a time, who 
•exchanged the news of the day as they 
splashed about. 
; But, during the Middle Ages, bathing 
was considered unhealthy. With its 
demise came an increase in illness 
including terrible plaques. 


Hundreds of years later in Europe, 


bathing was considered eccentric even 
among the wealthier classes. 


In the U.S. during the Civil War, a 


high percentage of casualties was due to 
uncleanliness and lack of sanitation. 


In a book on skin and hair care, a 


dermatologist who gives a brief history 
of bathing and public attitudes towards 
it, explains that soap and water don't 
kill bacteria all by themselves. "What 
they actually do is to loosen grim and 
dirt that accumulates on the skin. This 


TRY 
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dirt is a breeding ground for bacteria," 
he writes. "When the dirt is rinsed 
away, harmful bacteria, skin cell debris 
and the outer layer of skin oil are 
flushed away, too." 


Should additional reasons for bathing 


be needed, the physician, Dr. Irwin I. 
Lubowe, gives a number of other health 
benefits to be derived. Dust, smog, 
insecticide sprays and other skin irri- 
tants are removed when you wash, he 
writes. Warm water opens up the pores, 
dilates the vessels and relaxes the body 
tissue. 


D. Lubowe's book, written together 


with Barbara Huss, further explains 
that soap, too, has become more sophis- 
ticated over the years. It is no longer the 
mushy mixture of primitive man, 
although it still contains the basic 
elements he used, namely, alkali and 
fats. 


There are many kinds of soaps to 


choose from — some perfumed, some 
abrasive, others floating, high sudsing, 
superfatted or hypoallergenic. Some 
retain their shape and consistency bet- 
ter than others. 


Another benefit of the tub bath noted 


in the book is a psychological one. When 
the body relaxes, the mind does, too, the 
authors note. A tub bath can make you 
feel less tired and help you to sleep. But, 
extremes of very hot or very cold water 
are advised against, particularly before 
going to bed.

Practical Christmas presents for 


children are suggested in this year of 
tight money and credit. The fuel crisis 
recommends that parents buy warm 
clothing instead of wind-up toys, long- 
Johns instead of gimmicks that go 
pocketa-pocketa, ear muffs instead of 
plastic monstrosities. Still, the kids are 
entitled to more than necessities. They 
need play, fun, laughter, stimulation, a 
sense of family and a feeling for the 
spirit of Christmas. You can provide all 
of these things economically, while 
avoiding the expensive blandishments 
of the TV kiddie show commercials. 


If you're still looking, give your 


children presents that have lasting 
value; toys they can use and that last 
longer than Christmas day; tools and 
materials that enable them to make 
their own playthings, gifts that allow 
them to exercise and develop their 
skills. Don't buy "educational" toys that 
merely duplicate what your child will or 
should learn in school. Let him have new 
experiences and insight through the 
things you give at Christmas. 


Sports, art, and craft materials should 


be among your first choices. Camping 
equipment, board and family games, 
books, a record player and records, or a 
good tape recorder will last longer, and 
can stimulate more activities, than 
glue-together rockets. An Erector set is 
preferable to powered toy vehicles for 
which you need constant battery 
replacements, (that somehow never get 
replaced), and that your child can only 
watch after he presses the button. 


Don't neglect dolls for girls and boys 


(but not the talking, walking, wetting or 
military varieties). But also get your 
children materials and tools for making 
their own doll's clothes and other ac- 
cessories from scratch. Don't buy things 
that perform for your child. Give 


presents that are a means to your child's 
own, self-generated and invented ends. 


A bicycle for Christmas, without 


training wheels, is an excellent invest- 
ment for children age six to 16 and older, 
especially now. It's an ecologically, 
sound gift and healthy. Don't forget to 
get safety and repair literature and 
accessories so your child can keep him- 
self safe on the road and his bike well- 
maintained. 


Solid, wooden toy vehicles, animals 


and play people, well finished and in a 
variety of sizes, can enable your toddler 
to play happily for the next three to five 
years. Buy less, but make sure that what 
you buy is well made. You may not be 
able to replace what you buy this year 
for some time to come. 


Don't give money to children below 


high school ages. They don't know what 
to do with or how to spend it wisely. A 
savings account may seem appealing to 
today's parents. But it means little to 
your young child. He hasn't the patience 
or the foresight to appreciate watching 
his money grow, and he is likely to want 
to spend his money on something 
useless. The lesson of thrift needs to be 
learned, but your child can't learn it 
until he reaches greater maturity. High 
school boys and girls can use cash if 
they are old enough to plan ahead for a 
holiday trip, for college, or for a piece of 
major equipment like a typewriter or a 
microscope. But- don't encourage them 
to save for a car, and don't give your son 
or daughter one if they are old enough to 
drive, even if you can afford it. There's 
no point in a gift that is likely to sit 
motionless at the curb or in your garage, 
due to the impending fuel crisis. 


Try to keep some of these ramdom 


thoughts in mind while you shop for 
your child's Christmas presents this 
year. I don't suggest that you play 
Scrooge, but it is not a year for wasteful 
extravagances.

WASHINGTON (AP) -John M. Doar, 


a former assistant attorney general, was 
named today to head the House 
Judiciary Committee staff conducting 
f n investigation of grounds for the pos- 
sible impeachment of President Nixon. 


Doar, 52, a Republican, was appointed 


to the Justice Department by President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in 1960 and stayed 
on to play an active role in developing the 
civil rights legislation of the Kennedy 
and Johnson administrations. 


Since leaving the government in 1967, 


Doar has served as president of the New 
York City Board of Education and as 
director of a private "antipoverty or- 
ganization in the Bedford-Stuyvesant 
area of New York founded by the late 
Robert F. Kennedy. 
' Doar was chosen*by Rep. Peter W. 
Rodino, D-N.J., chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee, to head the first 
impeachment inquiry aimed at a 
president in more than a century. 


Doar will head a staff of about 30 


lawyers, most of whom have already 
been fired and who have been working 
for several weeks compiling information 
for use in the impeachment investigat- 
ion. 


In. presenting Doar at a news 


conference, Rodino called him "a man of 
ability and the highest degree of in- 
tegrity." 


Rodino said Doar will start his new 


duties immediately, organizing the staff 
and directing the continuing investigat- 
ion in preparation for the return of 
Congress on Jan. 21 after its holiday 
recess. 


Rodino said the selection of a 


Republican to head the staff will lend a 
bipartisan tone to the inquiry into pos- 
sible impeachment of President Nixon. 


He said he made his choice after an 


intensive search and a screening process 
in which he was aided by members of the 
legal profession, jurists and the 
academic community. 


In another effort to bolster bipar- 


tisanship Rodino invited the Judiciary 
Committee's seven senior Republicans 
to join with its top eight Democrats in an 
advisory committee that will help det- 
ermine the course of the investigation. 


The 15-member group met Wednesday

last Jan. 10: The price for home heating 
oil will go to 30.7 cents, up from last 
January's average of 19.4 cents.

President Nixon announced^ tax 
proposal to eliminate any windfall 
profits oil producers might reap because 
of the fuel shortage. 


The proposal would tax crude oil by

How fo fo// purse snatchers 


Christmas unfortunately means 


more than nice things. It also 
means an increase of crime in the 
streets. The risk of becoming a 
victim has increased 47 per cent 
since 1967, and that's not a nation- 
wide figure. That means right here 
in the Fox Valley. 


Edward Krueger, a law en- 


forcement instructor at Fox Valley 
Technical Institute who conducted 
classes in crime prevention this 
year for the elderly, discussed the 
problems and gave some pointers 
on how to avoid such crimes as 
purse snatching. 


"If people ever need money, this 


is the time of year when they need it 
the most," he said. "The crime rate 
goes up because people who nor- 
mally may not do this may be des- 
parate and tempted easily, he ad- 
ded. 


The precautions he suggests are 


simple and logical: 


— Consider whether you really 


need to carry the purse or if it is 
just a habit. 


— Don't display large sums of 


money, because someone who may 
see it may follow you out of the 
store. You may have created a 
desire or temptation in him. 


— Don't leave your purse unat- 


tended, either on department store 


counters or in shopping carts in 
grocery stores. No one else will 
watch it for you. 


— Never leave your purse open 


and allow yourself to be distracted. 


— Don't let your purse dangle, 


because you don't have a good grip 
on it. Someone may come up from 
behind, grap it and run before you 
can realize what has happened and 
what to do about it. 


— Women who are carrying 


several packages should put the 
purse inside one of them. 


—Packages should be placed in a 


car's trunk, not in the back seat 
which also creates temptation and 
access. 


— A purse snatcher is an oppor- 


tunist, so he looks for women alone 
in dark, secluded areas. Avoid 
those. But if someone grabs your 
purse, let go. It is better to lose the 
purse than to suffer an injury. 


Krueger also had a couple of 


pointers for men: 


— When trying on a pair of slacks 


in a store, don't leave the billfold in 
the dressing room. 


— Most men carry their billfolds 


in their left rear pockets. Learn 
instead to carry it in the breast 
pocket of your jacket. 


In every case, he emphasized, 


people should take along only as 
much money as necessary.

"gasless" weekend. 


All of the local stations indicated 


they would be curtailing operating 
hours on those days. 


In the AAA spot check of stations 


along the Interstates and other main 
traveled highways in Wisconsin, only 
22 per cent of the stations planned to 
be open Christmas Day and 83 per cent 
planned to be open Dec. 24. In both 
instances, the AAA reported, many of 
those who planned to be open also 
planned to shorten their hours. 


The AAA advised that "long-distance 


travel on weekends from 9 p.m. Sa- 
turday through dawn Monday would be 
foolhardy. There will be some dif- 
ficulty in finding open stations late at 
night." 


Of the local stations surveyed, only 


one, on S. Oneida Street, definitely 
planned to close both Mondays, The 
manager said they were low on 
gasoline and rather than run out of gas 
unexpectedly he was closing. 


A Kaukauna station is tentatively 


planning to close both Mondays, but 
will make a final decision later in the 
week. A spokesman for a station on 
U.S. 41 and W. Wisconsin Avenue, also

said he would be closed if the weather 
is nice.

OK exemptions 
for some schools

Fox Valley area schools have been 


freed by the state superintendent's 
Cost Control Exemption Appeals Com- 
mission to spend local budget dollars 
for over $570,000 worth of items that 
could not be handled within the state 
imposed budget increase limitations 
for the 1973-74 school year.

reduction from over $1 million in items 
requested for exemption by 12 schools.

was Hortonville, at $27,200, and Supt. 
Marvin Obry said the district wouldn't 
be spending that amount in local funds 


since previously unreceived federal 
funds had come through.

said, noting the federal Title 1 funds 
finally came through.

Those who favor more flexible street 


and sidewalk construction policies won 
out over supporters of strict rules in 
another Appleton City Council battle 
over the issue Wednesday. 


Both policies — which set construc- 


tion specifications for streets and say 
when sidewalks must be installed- 
were approved by large majorities. 
The policies provide that exceptions 
can be granted with a two-thirds 
council vote. 


But because they are policies, and 


not ordinances, they can be amended 
by simple majorities. This angered 
Aid. Glenn Thompson (13th), who has 
supported rigid rules for installation of 
both streets and sidewalks to prevent 
them from becoming frequent political 
issues in the future. 


Both policies are a "waste of paper," 


Thompson said Wednesday, after it 
was pointed out that simple majorities 
can amend the rules despite the 
provisions in each that it would take 
two-thirds majorities to allow excep- 
tions in the case of particular streets 
or sidewalks. Thompson proposed the 
two-thirds provision. 


"We might just as well battle each 


one out on the council floor," he said. 


The street policy was approved with 


a 17-2 vote, Aldermen Robert Safford 


(7th) and Beverly Wieckert (llth) 
dissenting. Both opposed the two-thirds- 
provision. 


The sidewalk policy was approved 


unanimously. 


An attempt to reconsider both, in an 


effort to eliminate the two-thirds 
provisions in each, was defeated with 
an 8-11 vote. Aldermen Roylance 
Pointer (14th), Safford, Thompson, 
Delmar Schwaller (16th), Judith Win- 
zenz (12th), William Errington (15th), 
Edward Maloney (9th) and Walter 
Kalata (2nd) unsuccessfully supported 
the move. 


Major debate centered on the grant- 


ing of an exception for the construction 
of Lehmann Lane, where residents are 
willing to pay 100 per cent of the con- 
struction costs and be responsible for 
future terrace maintenance if they can 
get a 24-foot pavement without curb 
and gutter, and a move to refer back 
the city's entire 1974 concrete paving 
program so an alderman could notify 
residents of his ward that street policy 
now allows construction without curb 
and gutter.

Maloney's claim with support for 
a policy that would allow exceptions in

Kalata, for example, said he didn't 


want to see "dogmatic" policies that 
would turn Appleton into an "anthill 
society."

With a fluoroscope, X rays similarly 


are sent through the body, or some part 
of it, but instead of striking a pho- 
tographic plate, they strike a screen 
which glows where the rays hit, 
likewise giving an image of what is 
inside the body. 


The advantage of regular X ray is that 


you have a permanent film to study. 
With a fluoroscope, you can watch 
movement —but the length of time, of 
course, should be as brief as possible, to 
avoid too much exposure of the patient 
to X rays.

In granting the 
exemption, the state is allowing the 
districts to spend more of their own 
tax dollars than they could under the 
strict interpretation of the budget 
control. 


The restriction in spending was part 


of Gov. Patrick J. Lucey's effort to 
convert increased state aids to schools 
into property tax relief. 


Little Chute received exemptions of 


about $40,000 for leasing St. John High 
School which was closed last summer, 
resulting in the public schools getting 
about 250 more students. The state 
rejected a request for exempting 
$35,000 for maintenance, assuming it 
could be covered by increased aids. 


Other exempted items were $8,000 


for 
elementary 
disadvantaged 


program; $4,000 for a special education 
van, and $8,000 for additional custodial 
service. 


Supt. Mark Stone said he wasn't too 


disappointed and that the school sys- 
tem could operate effectively even 
though all exemptions weren't granted. 


At Kimberly, the court costs for 


nonrenewal of a teacher, totaling 
$4,275, a one-time item; $2,000 for 
required safety goggles, $4,500 for 
psychological services, and nearly 
$26,000 for a first-year power fluid 
mechanics program at the high school. 


Supt. Raymond Hamann said that 


"we'll maintain our educational level; 
we have no problems." 


Winneconne received $15,162 from a 


total exemption request of $41,491. The 
district made two appeals, with some 
rejected in the first but granted in the 
second. 


Exemptions granted included $4,930 


for a distributive education program 
urged by the state; $1,850 for faulty 
gym wiring; $2,411 for a foreign lan- 
guage program operated for years, but 
not last year; $3,319 for kindergarten 
roof repair, and special exemptions 
totaling $2,650. 


The state rejected items for a 


disability program, hot water storage 
tank repair and new programs for ex- 
ceptional children. 


Supt. Jann Peterson said: "It has 


caused a budget problem for us; it's 
very hard to live within the $55 limit, 
but we understand something had to be 
done to control costs." 


He noted the possibility of cost con-

most famous backfield: Layden, 
Stuhldreher, Crowley and Miller-the 
Four Horsemen of Notre Dame. 


They played together from 1922 to Jan. 


1, 1925, when Knute Rockne's Four 
Horsemen and Seven Mules defeated 
Stanford 27-10 in the Rose Bowl. It was 
the first national championship season 
for the Irish. 


Crowley was back on the South Bend 


campus last week as toastmaster for the 
54th Notre Dame football banquet. In his 
70s now, Crowley talked about football in 
his day, the current Irish team which is 
third-ranked and getting ready to face 
No. 1 Alabama in the Sugar Bowl and, 
surprisingly, about hockey. 


"I'd almost forgotten that I played 


hockey," said Crowley, who played 
goalie for the 1921-22 Irish team that went 
9-0 and claimed the national cham- 
pionship.

Rockne) was our star. In fact, he was our 
team. He was a great hockey player and

Staubach coped with 
personal tragedy

DALLAS (AP) -Roger Staubach 


returned 
home from 
summer 


training camp and reduced his 
world to mother, family and foot- 
ball. 


The day he arrived from camp, 


the Dallas Cowboys' quarterback 
sat in the waiting room of a local 
hospital and wept. He had to tell 
his mother she had terminal 
cancer. 


"She was more concerned about 


our family than herself," Staubach 
recalled, "She was like a rock." 


It was the beginning of an emo- 


tional time for Staubach, who was 
expected to perform amidst the 
pressure of the National Football 
League and yet comfort his dying 
62-year-old mother, Elizabeth. ., 


Few 
fans 
were 
aware 
of 


Staubach's plight. 


"I'd think about her at times in 


practice and lose total concentra- 
tion," he says. "I would drive to 
Arlington at the hospital every 
night after practice. It was par- 
ticularly tough on Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday nights when 
we were trying to prepare for the 
game." 


Staubach turned down every 


demand 
on his time, 
losing 


thousands of dollars in personal 
appearances. 


"I cut everything off," he said. 


"We didn't go out . . . everything 
was for her, my family and the 
season." 


Staubach, an only child, said his 


mother had followed his career 
closely through high school and at 
the Naval Academy. 


"Next to my wife, she was mu 


No. 1 fan," Staubach recalls. "She 
was tough and independent, par- 
ticularly after my father died in 
1970 ... I always took her for 
granted ... to see her deteriorate 
like that bothered me a great 
deal." 


Staubach wondered at times, 


when the Cowboys sank to « 4-3 
record, if his performances were 
hurting the team. 


"I believed we would come back 


and I didn't think it was my fault 
. . . We were never in a disastrous 
.situation," he says. 


Then came a call before the 


Denver game to report to Coach Tom 
Landry's office. 


"He spent about 15 minutes 


talking about my mom and then he 
hit me with the play-calling idea," 
Staubach says. "He says my play- 
calling was good but we hadn't won 
the close games. Down deep inside 
he (Landry) knew the situation at 
home was very critical." 


Staubach says, "My 
wife 


Marianne told me I was immediat- 
ely more at ease at home." 


But Staubach couldn't always 


keep his composure. 


"I didn't show strength in front of 


her one night about five weeks ago 
when we learned she couldn't make 
any progress ...I broke down in front 
of her," Staubach remembers. "She 
comforted me and said we had a 
good friend in heaven." 


His mother died Dec. 13. Services 


were held in Cincinnati, where she 
was born. Staubach flew to St. Louis 
after the funeral and led his team to 
a National Conference East Division 
title-clinching 30-3 victory over the 
Cardinals the next day. He threw 
three touchdown passes even though 
he hadn't practiced for two days. 


"You know, all she ever wanted 


was for me to be happy ...She didn't 
care if I was a starter...she was like 
all mothers feeling if I didn't play I 
wouldn't get hurt. She felt bad for 
Craig Morton when he had to sit on 
the bench." 


Staubach's eyes grew misty as he 


thought of his fooball career without 
his No. 1 fan. 


"I'm going to play as long as I 


physically can," he said. "I don't 
have an agent and I couldn't care 
less about selling my name in the 
off season... That hasn't taken me 
over... and I hope it never does." 


Cowboys' linebacker Lee Roy 


Jordan says Staubach has earned 
the respect of every player on the 
team with his courageous perfor- 
mance this year under trying cir- 
cumstances. The final NFL regular 
season statistics showed that 
Staubach was the No. 1 quarterback. 


"Roger is mentally tough...he did 


a great job under conditions I don't 
believe another man could have 
handled," Jordan says.

' LOS ANGELES (AP) -For the movie 
industry, the nation's energy crisis is 
both good news and bad news. 


Movie studios are faced with the same 


shortages that every industry and every 
citizen is forced to deal with. Studios, 
when they are in full production, are 
heavy users of electricity; The Burbank 
. Studios, home of Warner Brothers and 
Columbia, is the second heaviest user of 
.electricity in the city of Burbank, 
.following Lockheed Aircraft. 


Film companies also use a lot of 


gasoline, especially in these days when 
directors like to shoot on real locations 
-instead of the back lot. 


Most film executives believe they will 


be able to maintain full production under 
the energy limitations. 
• "We have managed on a voluntary 
basis to reduce our power usage by 30 
percent," reports RobertHagel, general 
•manager of The Burbank Studios. "And 
we have had only a 60 per cent 
^implementation of our program. We 
.Hope we can bring it down to 40 per 
fcent." 
I Another element of the bad news is 
year-round Daylight Savings Time. 
', The film industry has long opposed the 
lextra hour of daylight on the basis that 
people stay outdoors longer and don't go 
to theaters as much. Drive-ins are the 
hardest hit, since they require darkness 
ior projection. 
' "We don't yet know what the effects of 
^ear-around Daylight Savings will be," 
•says Robert Selig, chairman of the 
4rive-in committee of the National As- 
Jsociation of Theater Owners. "As far as 
winter is concerned, we think we can live 
With it." 
' He pointed out that many drive-ins in 
the north shut down in the winter. It 
remains to be seen how much the spring 
land fall seasons will be affected. Selig 
•said that development of the contain- 
ment screen, which would allow outdoor 
projection in daylight, is being hurried. 
• On the plus side, many industry 
figures are hopeful that the energy crisis 
jvill actually increase theater business. 
They point out that in other times of 
crisis —depressions and wars —people 
have flocked to the movies. 
•• "People are not going to be able to 
travel as much," says one veteran ob- 
server. "A lot of other luxuries will be 
cut down, and people will turn to their 
neighborhood or downtown movie 
houses for entertainment."

K-C boosts pension 
benefits for those 
retiring before 1 973 


NEENAH —The retired employes of 


Kimberly-Clark Corp. are getting a 
"pay increase." For the second time in 
three years, the company, with 
headquarters in Neenah, has boosted 
pension benefit payments for employes 
already on retirement to help them keep 
pace with rising living costs. 


The new income will appear in the 


next monthly checks received by about 
3,000 Kimberly-Clark employes in the 
U.S. who are retired before 1973 and 
family members of the deceased who 
are receiving survivors' benefits. The 
total cost to the company over the next 
25 years is estimated at nearly $12 
million. The supplemental program will 
add more than $700,000 to the benefits 
received by pensioners in the first year.

Youth center assured 


After several false starts, the construction of the 


MacKenzie Environmental Center at Poynette near Madison 
will proceed next spring, to add a new and useful dimension 
at the complex of facilities operated there by the Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources. 


Having trimmed original plans considerably to accom- 


modate pressure for a lower construction budget, the 
department will invite construction bids early next year for 
a new building that will be expressly devoted to education 
programs for youth, adult and teaching groups, with a 
welcome emphasis on a girls' instruction camp during the 
summer. 


Thus will be added at comparatively modest cost in these 


days of spiralling government service spending a uniquely 
useful education tool in a time when there is more concern 
about schooling young people in environmental problems, 
issues and needs. 


Plans as described by the department emphasize utili- 


tarian considerations. The $400,000 budget will provide a 
main building for classes, laboratory and library services, 
as well as three dormitory buildings, and is in refreshing 
contrast to the construction budgets elsewhere in the state 
services lately. The Wisconsin Wildlife Federation is en- 
titled to respectful acknowledgment of the fact that its 
efforts brought $50,000 in private funds to the construction 
budget. 


It may be that many of the younger folk who are pros- 


pective beneficiaries of the services of this new educational 
center will fail to recognize upon their first visits the reason 
for the name that the sponsoring agency has chosen for it. 


Harley MacKenzie was one of the major figures in the 


evolution of the state Conservation Department, which was 
refashioned as the Department of Natural Resources a few 
years ago. He was a sturdy and relentless enforcement 
officer in the field half a century ago, and rose steadily in 
the service of the department until he reached its top 
administrative office in the 1930's. 


Undoubtedly he would have ended his career as its 


principal officer, except for an unfortunate political quarrel 
that accompanied a change in the partisan rule of the state 
about 30 years ago. Mr. MacKenzie is now in the ninth 
decade of his life. The association of his name with an 
institute that will serve young people of the future is a 
fitting if belated acknowledgment of his own services as 
a pioneer conservationist. 


Saving gas on bussing 


The energy crisis has shoved into the background 


ecological fears about oil spill pollution in the seas and 
threats to wildlife as permafrost in Alaska melts. The crisis 
has also been an excuse for another attack upon bussing 
school children to achieve racial balance. 


The House of Representatives tacked onto the emergency 


energy bill it passed an "essential fuel saver." The bussing 
of children outside of their neighborhoods was prohibited. 
Representative John Dingell of Michigan said that 
78,300,000 gallons of fuel were used every year to bus 
youngsters to achieve racial balance. "A waste of energy," 
said Representative Wilmer Mizell of North Carolina. 
Representative Bella Abzug's heated remarks toward those 
who opposed bussing were stricken from the record as 
"unparliamentary language." 


While the decision could not be said to be purely racial - 


Representative Edith Greene favored the prohibition 
because she said that currently forced bussing was an 
"unwise" use of fuel —obviously discrimination came into 
the picture. Representative Jonathan Bingham, a black, 
remarked that it was "incredible that we have a proposal 
here to disallow oil that is needed so kids can have a decent 
education." 


Cutbacks in many worthy fields are going to be needed. 


But the matter of priorities again hops into the field. How 
many kids — and adults — are being bussed or flown for 
athletic or other extracurricular events? Why didn't the 
House ban that, too? 


New outlook in Venezuela 


A new government will take over in Venezuela in March. 


The attitude of United States oil men toward it says 
something about trends in Latin America in recent years. 
The new Venezuelan regime is in favor of nationalizing the 
oil industry but in general knowledgeable North Americans 
are favorable. President-elect Andre Perez and his 
Democratic Action Party are not considered hostile. 


For the last five years, President Rafael Caldera has been 


trying to govern with a Congress dominated by the opposi- 
tion. This is much more divisive in Venezuela than in the 
United States. Caldera did not run this year but his 
preferred candidate, Lorenzo Fernandez, a Social Christian, 
ran far behind Perez and so did congressional candidates. 
Perez should have a solid majority in Congress. 


What will it mean for countries like the United States 


anxious for Venezuelan oil or any at all for that matter? 
Probably no great change. 


Perez says he will fulfill international commitments on oil 


but that compensation must be "just and adequate," 
another way of saying that the price will go up. The state 
take-over of oil companies, set for 1983, will probably be 
moved up as that was part of Perez' campaign, as it was for 
his major opponent. The United States now buys about 48 
per cent of Venezuelan oil. "I think the United States is our 
first market but it's a seller's market now," Perez said. He 
also explained that he intended to use Venezuelan oil in 
some way to impress the United States with the need to 
include Latin America in international trade and monetary 
policy making. 


Perez has also disavowed the opposition party's intent to 


offer unilateral recognition of Cuba. This must be an 
Organization of American States matter, he insists, and 
undoubtedly earlier Venezuelan contacts with Castro are in 
his mind. The attempt in the 1960's to export revolution 
from Cuba to Latin America had Venezuela as a target. 
Perez was Minister of the Interior then for President 
Betancourt and instrumental in putting down any revolts. 


Perez may have the careful backing of North Americans. 


But he seems to have no puppet sort of ties. He is regarded 
as a strong nationalist who wants Venezuela to have a major 
role in Latin American progress.

State Republicans face financial crisis 


MADISON —The Republican state committee's fund raising dinner at 


Milwaukee was moderately successful, according to all accounts. There 
will be those who will recall wistfully the days when the party could fill 
a bigger haH with more eager contributors of $100 checks, but a return 
of $75,000 net or perhaps somewhat more is surely reassuring to those 
loyalists who had wondered lately whether they would be able to make 
even a pretense of fielding a competitive state slate of candidates next 
summer. 


Yet the reality is that a party is not supported successfully by $100 


contributors at such dinners that tend to become irritants if they are 
held more than a couple of times annually. Far more will be needed to 
provide the grubstake that the hardiest of the stalwarts will regard as 
minimum in an election year that will echo to the crisis of Watergate 
and when the opposition Democrats have the advantage of incumbency. 


Today a $500,000 campaign fund is regarded as reasonable for a 


competitive campaign for the governorship. Undoubtedly the same 
figure would be settled upon by realists of both camps in a competition 
for a U.S. Senate seat. Both will be at stake in 1974, not to mention the 
other state elected offices, congressional seats, the all-important (in the 
GOP view) state Senate, and the 99 seats in the Assembly. 


It's difficult situation 


Even if those who accepted notes for loans to the state organization 


during the last several years are willing to wait a while longer for 
payment, the financial issue facing the Republicans is more difficult 
and perhaps more demoralizing than can be recalled by any of the 
party's chief men except a few patriarchs. 


There has been a special category of party givers known as the 


Founders' Club, men and women who will part with substantially more 
than the price of a couple of fund raising dinner tickets, because they 
combine the ability to do so with the conviction that it is their 
responsibility. Will they respond in preparation for 1974? Those 


aspirants for the ticket, actual and potential, who have been making 
soundings around the state have some doubts. 


The memory of the party's slate-making in 1970 rankles many of 


them. Repeatedly there is recalled the futility of the anti-Proxmire 
campaign of that year, when the Republican organization leaders 
concluded that John Erickson, personification of American athlete, 
coach and clean living, was thrust into a pitilessly uneven match with 
the most methodical and skilled campaigner this state has produced in 
many years. 


Rug was pulled out 


Some of those quiet bulwarks of the party also remember that when it 


became evident that Erickson wouldn't lay a hand on the senior senator, 
his financial support was withdrawn, in part because money was scarce, 
in part because of the belated realization that the governorship is the 
single most vital prize for a state party organization. Jack Olson, of 
course, was also soundly beaten by the resourceful and more adequately 
financed Patrick Lucey. 


All this is not to say that there is great rancor against those losing 


candidates or that it is exhibited by them. Erickson is contentedly 
working in Kansas City as the director of the Fellowship of Christian 
Athletes, perhaps more contentedly than he would have worked in the 
Congress. Olson is one of the most effective of the members of the state 
party executive committee, where he will rise in influence. 


What the purse-worthy men and women of the part are saying, when 


asked, is that politics is the art of the possible, in the words of the cliche, 
and that they will await a decision on priorities before resuming their 
accustomed giving habits. Those priorities appear to be, in order, the 
legislature with emphasis upon the state Senate, the governorship, 
congressional campaigns, and U.S. Senator, with the knowledge that 
what is begun in 1974 may take several elections to prove.

Kevin Phillips 
Republican party 
facing panic? 


Poor George Bush. Coming out of a 


recent 1974 campaign huddle with 
President Nixon, the beleaguered 
Republican National Chairman told 
newsmen that the assembled party 
leaders hadn't discussed Watergate. 


I doubt it, because if they didn't, that 


would be like Custer planning his Little 
Big Horn campaign without mentioning 
the Sioux and Cheyenne. The fact is that 
the evil spirit of Watergate has the

Republicans are turning thumbs down 
on 1974 party nominations they once 
eagerly sought. Illinois Republicans 
had to pick a man nobody knew — an 
ex-state legislator —to run against the 
heavily favored U.S. Senator Adiai 
Stevenson III. And GOP Chairman Bush 
himself had been considering a guber- 
natorial bid in Texas until his pollsters 
reported back with the gruesome news. 


Although 
few 
observers 
have 


bothered to add it all up, 1974 
Republican candidates face once-in-a- 
decade devastation in big states from 
New York to California. Nelson 
Rockefeller, by leaving the Empire 
State governorship (perhaps just in 
time), is giving the Democrats the edge 
to capture the Albany state house for the 
first time since 1954. In Pennsylvania, 
the collapse of Nixiecrat Philadelphia 
Mayor Frank Rizzo, plus the November, 
1973 defeat by Philadelphia District 
Attorney Arlen Spector, the frontrun- 
ning GOP gubernatorial 
hopeful, 


foreshadows inauspicious state elec- 
tions. Ohio Republicans are concerned 
about losing William Saxbe's Senate 
seat and failing to retake the gover- 
norship, but compared to others, Ohio is 
a bright spot. In Illinois, where the GOP 
has been unable to recruit well-known 
candidates for statewide races, the 1974 
elections could enable the Democrats to 
sweep a host of lesser offices. 


In Texas, the situation is also poor, 


with little prospect that John Connally 
will put his future on the line and hoist 
the tattered Republican banner for 
governor. But the worst drubbing of all 
may come in California, where the 
Democrats are favored to retain Alan 
Cranston's Senate seat and to recapture 
the governorship being vacated by 
Ronald Reagan. Republicans fear that 
the probable Democratic statewide 
sweep could reach down to the newly 
redrawn state legislative and Congres- 
sional districts. 


If California's Republican Congress- 


men are worried, so are their 
colleagues elsewhere in the nation. 
George Gallup's autumn Congressional 
trial-heat figures suggest that fewer 
Republican Congressmen will be elect- 
ed in 1974 than survived the Goldwater 
debacle, although most Washington ob- 
servers are predicting a GOP loss of no 
more than 20-40 seats. 


Unemployment for Congressmen 


Even apart from the Watergate 


syndrome, Republican Congressmen 
face the threat of unemployment and 
general six-year fatigue with the Nixon 
Potomac fever— 


Ford is considered the leading GOP 


contender for 1976. And that's only 
because he was a football player.

has "severely wounded" the GOP.

Republicans from Congressmen to 
County Court Commissioner. First of 
all, last month*s elections made clear 
that many, many Republicans are now 
staying at home —and refusing to vote — 
because of disgust with Watergate. The 
pattern was especially clear in normally 
Republican suburbs. Secondly, there is 
a chance that the 1974 elections could 
turn into a referendum on President 
Nixon — and if his popularity is still 
way, way down, such a plebiscite would 
devastate the GOP. 


Consequently, a growing number of 


Republicans think that the GOP would 
be absolved by Mr. Nixon's departure 
and replacement by Vice President 
Gerald Ford. If GOP Congressmen are 
still panicky about party and personal 
survival after checking home-district 
opinion over the holidays, then Mr. 
Nixon, unlike General George Arms- 
trong Custer, may come under intense 
pressure to resign his command.

Voluntary gas 
limits outlined 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Energy czar . 


William E. Simon asked the driving 
public today to limit itself voluntarily to 
10 gallons of gasoline per week. 


But Simon avoided imposing any 


mandatory gasoline restriction at this 
time. 
/ 


He said full .public compliance with a 


10-gallon limit would make gasoline rat- 
ioning unnecessary. But, he said he will 
not have time to find out how well it is 
working before he and President Nixon 
make,their decision whether or not to 
start the wheels of rationing in motion by 
the end of this month. 


Simon left open the possibility that 


gasoline rationing could be called off 
even if it were started —during the 60 or 
so days it would take to put the system 
into actual operation. 


At the same time, Simon announced he 


will provide 1.5 million barrels of milit- 
ary jet fuel from the Pentagon stockpile 
to United States international airlines to 
help them through a fuel crisis until the 
end of January. 


Simon told a news conference that 


airline representatives said fuel cut- 
backs at foreign airports were affecting 
international carriers and that imported 
jet fuel was cut by the Arab boycott. 


He said providing the military fuel 


would reduce the Pentagon's stockpile of 
jet fuel from an expected 100 per cent 
requirement by Jan. 31 to about 95 per 
cent. 


Simon also issued a warning to electric 


utility companies against continued ad- 
vertising designed to make the public 
think there is plenty of electricity and no 
need to conserve it. 


Simon said his new Federal Energy 


Office had found about 20 such ads over 
the last few weeks and he was watching 
to see which company prints the next 
one. 


He warned that unless new ways are 


found to save energy utilities may soon 
start running short of residual fuel oil. 


In calling for gasoline saving, Simon 


asked service stations to sell no more 
than 10 gallons to each customer. 


But Simon said there was nothing to 


stop a motorist from driving on to 
another gas station for another 10 
gallons if he thought he had to. 


There also would be no enforcement 


against a service station selling more 
than 10 gallons per customer. 


Simon said he was relying on volun- 


tary cooperation until Congress passes 
legilation providing authority to make 
such measures mandatory. 


Updating his demand figures for pet- 


roleum, Simon reported that overall the 
nation saved enough fuel and obtained 
enough additional imports during the 
four weeks following Nov. 10 to ac- 
cumulate petroleum inventories a little 
faster than expected.

had forecast the lOgallon limit after 
meeting with Simon Wednesday night. 


At the same time, other development 


forecast higher prices for consumers 
purchasing gasoline and heating oil.

reached from state samplings of 44,000 
of the 3.1 million families receiving Aid 
to Families with Dependent Children 
(AFDC).

cent or 706,800 were overpaid and 8.1 per 
cent or 252,100 were underpaid, HEW 
said.

between April and September under a 
system found to be "eminently sound" 
by the Gallup Organization Inc., HEW 
said. 


At mid-year there were 3.1 million 


families on AFDC rolls, representing 
10.9 million individuals including 7.8 
million children. 


Under the threat of a loss of federal 


matching funds, HEW said the states 
have developed plans to correct the error 
rates. 


"The next step is for states to 


implement these corrective action plans 
so that error rates will be sharply 
reduced by June 30, 1975, to an 
ineligibility rate of no more than 3 per 
cent and an overpayment rate of no more 
than 5 per cent," HEW Secretary Caspar 
W. Weinberger said. "States that fail to 
reach their reduction goals will lose part 


of their federal funds."

Spanish premier 
killed in blast 


MADRID, Spain (AP) -Premier Luis 


Carrero Blanco, No 2 man behind Gen. 
Francisco Franco, was killed today by 
an explosion that hurled his car about 30 
feet into the air. There was speculation 
—but no official confirmation —that he 
had been assassinated. 


A high police source said the blast was 


caused by a bomb that exploded in the 
70-year-old premier's car as he drove to 
work. The official police report on 
Carrero Blanco's death did not give the 
cause of the explosion, however. 


The premier's chauffeur and a 


bodyguard also were killed. Two other 
persons in a car behind the premier's 
were wounded. 


The explosion sent shock waves 


through this nation ruled by Franco 
alone since the end of the Spanish civil 
war in 1939. 


Radio and television stations switched 


from regular programs to funeral 
music. Some schools closed and police 
patrolled known trouble spots. Some 
arrests were reported. 


Franco summoned his cabinet to an 


emergency meeting. 


The explosion came shortly before the 


scheduled start of a trial of nine workers 
and a Roman Catholic priest accused of 
fomenting strikes. 


The defense attorneys said they would 


seek a postponement. 


Labor strikes have been a continuing 


problem for Franco's regime. Another 
problem has been the movement by a 
Basque underground organization which 
seeks independence from Madrid. 


Carrero Blanco became premier last 


June. He conferred on Wednesday with 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
who had come to Spain to discuss U.S. 
military bases. 


Carrero Blanco's death raised the 


deputy premier, Torcuato Fernandez 


Miranda, 58, into the premiership. He 
has been closely associated with Fran- 
co's regime through the years. 


A police spokesman said police were 


still seeking the cause of the explosion 
that killed the premier. He added that 
there had been an odor of natural gas at 
the scene of the explosion, outside 
Carrero Blanco's apartment house. 


City engineers were probing the rub- 


ble in the street in search of a possible 
cause, he said. This was the official 
police version. 


But the high police source indicated a 


bomb had been planted in Carrero 
Blanco's car. 


One witness said the explosion 


damaged about 15 other cars. 
Carrero was named "president of the' 


government," or premier, last June 
after the family of Franco, the 80- 
year-old chief of state, induced him to 
give up some of his duties. The new 
premier packed the government with • 
conservatives once more, ousting a 
group of technocrats. They had been 
showing some liberal tendencies along 
with programs of industrial and 
economic development they were 
pushing to draw Spain into the European 
community. 


Carrero's elevation made him the heir . 


to at least a portion of Franco's power in 
the event of the generalissimo's death, 
and the strongman's closest collaborator 
in the day-to-day running of the 
government. Franco previously had 
designated Prince Juan Carlos de Bor- 
bon, the grandson of Spain's last king, to 
succeed him as chief of state. 


Carrero has been described as "more

WASHINGTON (AP) -A new legal 


confrontation over presidential tapes is 
brewing in the face of Senate Watergate 
committee subpoenas demanding 
President Nixon turn over 481 record- 
ings and hundreds of other items from 
White House files. 


The committee 'served its subpoenas 


late Wednesday only hours after the 
long, often bitter legal battle over the 
nine tapes subpoenaed by the special 
Watergate prosecutor appeared headed 
for a resolution. 


U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 


cleared the way for a final delivery of 
subpoenaed material to the prosecutor 
when he issued a ruling upholding White 
House requests to withhold non-Water- 
gate material from the grand jury. 


That left only the questions of two 


conversations the White House says 
were never recorded and a third that is 
interrupted by an 18-minute buzz no one 
has yet been able to explain. 


Then the Watergate committee 


weighed in with a sweeping demand for 
material it contended pertains to all 
aspects of its investigation, ranging 
from the break-in at Democratic Nat- 
ional Committee headquarters and sub- 
sequent cover-up attempt to campaign 
contributions and the ITT antitrust 
settlement. 


The demands, contained in three 


subpoenas, sought not only tapes and 
files, but the President's daily diaries 
from Jan 1, 1970, to Dec. 19, 1973, and 
the records for the past three years for 


telephones in 19 locations including the 
White House and the homes of 10 of 
Nixon's principal aides. 


The White House had no immediate 


comment on the demands. But they ap- 
peared certain to be challenged on the 
grounds that they were too sweeping and 
would constitute a fishing expedition 
through executive office files. 


Samuel J. Powers, a Miami attorney 


serving as a White House consultant on 
the tapes case, had commented earlier 
Wednesday that any demand for 
hundreds of tapes "really would almost 
shut down the executive department for 
us to have to do that kind of work." 


Last October, Sirica dismissed a 


committee request for a civil judgment 
supporting its subpoena of the tapes of 
five presidential conversations'. The 
judge ruled that the committee had 
failed to establish its right to sue the 
President. The committee has appealed 
that ruling. 


This week, the committee got that 


authority when Nixon reluctantly let a 
bill granting it become law without his 
signature. 


The President said he strongly ob- 


jected to the bill but recognized that the 
public and Congress "would place an 
interpretation on a veto which would be 
entirely contrary to my reasons for 
vetoing it."

Moreover, Kissinger fears the poli- 


tical impact on the Nixon administra- 
tion of the U.S. co-hosting the Middle 
East peace conference (with the Soviet 
Union) under the threat of "Arab 


blackmail." Says one expert here: 
"Kissinger doesn't want the President 
placed in the odious position of bar- 
gaining at the point of a gun." 


Thus, ever since the Nov. 4 meeting of 


Arab oil ministers, Kissinger has been 
negotiating with the major Arab oil 
states to ease his and the President's 
domestic political liabilities. . . 


The slight easing of the Arab position 


was the first stage. The second stage is 
to extract a more visible and meaning- 
ful concession on ending the boycott 
and renewing full production, this time 
geared to Israeli agreement to pull back 
from the west bank of the Suez Canal 
captured from Egypt in the latest war. 
Under this formula, the embargo would 
end as soon as Israel showed good faith 
by starting to pull out of the west bank. 


Kuwait's switch between Oct. 18 and 


Dec. 9 proves that the Arabs are 
amenable to making concessions so 
long as they are convinced that the D.S. 
means what it says about pushing for 
Israeli withdrawal from territories 
seized in 1967. 


Just how broad those concessions 


may eventually be is impossible to 
predict. But there have been several 


private "understandings" with Kis- 
singer that could ease the tortuous 
course of the peace conference. 


For example, King'Faisal of Saudi 


Arabia has assured the U.S. that, 
although he regards eventual disposi- 
tion of Jerusalem as by far the most 
important part of the Arab-Israeli 
deadlock, he has set no conditions. 


Instead, he has informed the U.S. that 


any settlement of Jerusalem agreed to 
by the Arab states taking part in the 
peace conference will have his support. 
Jerusalem is a highly emotional issue 
for all Moslems but most of all for 
Faisal, spiritual leader of Islam. Hence, 
his pledge not to intervene in the peace 
conference negotiations on Jerusalem, 
probably the most difficult issue the 
diplomats will face, is highly sig- 
nificant. 


The switch by Kuwait and the King's 


agreement to stay out of the Jerusalem 
bargaining may seem extremely minor 
parts of the complex negotiating canvas 
about'to be unveiled in Geneva. But 
considering the lack of any movement 
at all in 25 years of the irreconcilable 
conflict, they also have the quality of 
uniqueness.

Renting a home may 
be the thing to do 


Even before the energy crisis explod- 


ed and strengthened the case for rent- 
ing as opposed to homeownership, there 
were many persuasive reasons for 
renting the roof over your head instead 
of buying. 


Obviously, a fundamental, factor in 


your decision must be the length of time 
you expect to be in the neighborhood. As 
Tuesday's column outlined, a study by 
Peter Lindberg a while back concluded 
that, although a house you buy may 
increase steadily in value, you'll "lose" 
money on it unless you live in it more 
than two years. And if your house 
remains steady in value or decreases in 
price, you'll lose money on it unless you 
live in it for a much longer period. 


There are other financial disadvan- 


tages to homeownership and advan- 
tages to renting that are of importance 
to you. 


Purchasing takes money 


(1) You will almost surely have to lay 


out a hefty down payment for a 
house-possibly as much as 25 to 30 per 
cent of the purchase price-end you will 
also sign a mortgage binding you to 
regular payments for your house over a 
period that easily may run as long as 30 
years. That down payment can be too 
steep a hurdle for you; those regular 


monthly payments can be too much of a 
burden, and if you default you will be in 
serious trouble. 


(2) You will be committed to the care 


of 
your home over 
this 
same 


period-much like the obligation of 
time, energy and money in rearing a 
child. Many of you are just too 
independence-minded to take on this 
kind of long-term 
responsibility. 


You well may squirm under the load 


of home repairs and upkeep for which 
you, the owner, will be responsible. 
These 
can be extremely 
costly, 


especially on an older house. You will 
have 
to 
be 
your own landlord, 


superintendent, garbage man, fix-it 
man, etc. (Or landlady, garbage 
woman, fix-it woman, etc.) 


(3) If you should be forced to move, it 


might take you months or even years to 
sell your home for what you consider a 
fair price. You probably could sublet 
with relative ease the house or apart- 
ment which you are renting. 


More financial flexibility 


(4) Renting gives you much more 


financial flexibility than home ow- 
nership. If your income slumps or your 
job involves frequent transfers, your 
commitment lasts only as long as your 
lease. And you can always move to a 
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cheaper apartment if you have to. 


(5) It is almost surely the best initial 


course for you, if you are a young couple 
with limited financial means. If you are 
this couple,- prudence warns that you 
shouldn't rush decisions of the impor- 
tance of home ownership until you have 
children and a definite idea of where 
and how you want to live permanently. 


(6) If you are any young family mov- 


ing into a new neighborhood, par- 
ticularly in a fast-growing suburb, 
renting also holds distinct temporary 
advantages for you. Rent for a year or 
two, if it's at all possible, and become 
well acquainted with the area before 
making a final decision to invest. 


(7) In many areas today it will be 


much simpler for you to find suitable 
quarters for renting than to find what 
you want in shelter for sale. Rent, 
then-and spend your spare time inves- 
tigating the supply of apartments and 
homes for sale. 


(8) Finally, to bring this report right 


into today's headlines, as a tenant, you 
avoid the landlord's responsibilities for 
the supply of heat and other utilities. 
While your rent will go up, it's likely the 
landlord's costs will initially go up 
faster than the rents he can charge. 


Renting does indeed have advantages 


in this era when the chores and costs of 
homeownership are the toughest ever 
and the grim prospect is for ever-rising 
home maintenance and repair costs, 
increasing shortages across the board, 
skyrocketing prices for fuels and utili- 
ties. 


The likelihood, though, is that you 


will both rent and buy in the years 
ahead. 


Your own decision on which to do will 


come down to: your age bracket, your 
income level, the mobility of your job, 
your willingness and capacity to take on 
a long-term commitment to build a 
future family nestegg, your values, your 
individual preferences, your attitude 
toward the challenges each form of 
shelter presents to you and your family. 


No matter what your decision in the 


immediate future, the odds are that you 
will own a home over a much greater 
span of your lifetime than you'll rent. 


And despite the fact that recently, the 


case for renting has been gaining power 
in comparison with the case for buying, 
the odds remain that, dollar for dollar, 
the living space you buy will cost you 
significantly less than the space you 
rent. 
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Need for state energy regulations debated

MADISON, Wis. (AP) -A spokesman

if he expects a 30 per cent reduction in 
energy use. 


"No, we don't anticipate that yet," he 


said. "We don't want to scare anyone, 
but we think they ought to have the 
figures." 


Hassett said he thought adoption of the 


Lucey bill was necessary because the 
state "should show extensive interest" 
in the energy crisis. 


He said a survey of 258 businessmen 


showed they have voluntarily reduced 
energy usage by an estimated 10.5 per 
cent. 


While admitting that fuel oil supplies 


in some areas may be tight, Elliott said 


there "are more than 
adequate 


supplies" of fuel oil statewide. 


He called Lucey's bill unwise and un- 


nessary, and said the problem should be 
handled by the federal government. 


"This bill won't bring one more gallon 


of gasoline into the state and it's going to. 
cost" state tax dollars, he said. 


William KasaKaitis of the Farm 


Bureau Federation said the job of 
dealing with the energy crisis is too big 
to handle for a state which does not 
produce its own oil. 


"We cringe at the extraordinary 


power bestowed upon" state energy 
commissioner Stanley York, he said. 
"And not a single extra gallon of fuel is 
produced by all this red tape." 


A spokesman for truckers called parts 


of Lucey's proposal tokenism. John 
Varda of the Motor Carriers Association 
said lowering speed limits and granting 
30-day overweight permits may violate 
federal law. 


The bill authorizes the state to issue 


overweight permits if necessary to con- 
serve fuel. 


Varda said overweight permits would 
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not solve the problem, and cited as an 
example milk haulers transporting milk 
to Chicago who could not cross state lines 
if overweight. 


"This tokenism should be accepted for 


what it is," he said. 


But Robert Huber, chairman of the 


state Highway Commission, said the 
legislation would conserve energy. He 
said illegal movement of oil by trucks 
throughout the state would be curtailed 
by stricter permit requirements called 
for in the bill. 


Hassett, state energy coordinator 


Stanley York and other backers of the 
Lucey proposal came under sharp 
questioning by some senators. The law- 
makers said they feared the bill would 
create a large and expensive 
bureaucracy. 


Sen. Gerald Lorge, R-Bear Creek, 


predicted the state would hire hundreds 
of bureaucrats in an attempt to regulate 
the availability of fuel. 


But York, whose office currently has 


eight employes, has predicted that he 
may hire only one more if Lucey's bill 
becomes law.

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Assembly sticks to its tax plan 


MADISON. Wi*. (AP) -The Wiscon- 


sin AMembly Wednesday again en- 
dorttd Gov. Patrick J. Lucey's proposal 
for a legislative solution to a city-state 
controversy over tfcared-tax revenue. 


The bill was identical to one approved 


in the Assembly's special session Tues- 
day, but ignored by the Senate. It 
provide* for full 1973 snared tax revenue 
payments to municipalities of $166 
million, with provision for adjustments 
in 1974 if necessary. 


It was passed after the lower house 


rejected a Senate version that called for 
partial payments now, with adjustments 
after settlement of a lawsuit challenging 
state population estimates used to com- 
pute the payments. 


The disagreement between the houses 


seemed to move the issue a step closer to 


formation of a joint confei«nce com- 
mittee. 


But the Assembly's Democratic 


majority leader, Anthony S. Earl, said 
he would make every effort to avoid 
forcing the shared tax-revenue issue to 
conference committee. 


The Senate and Assembly also differed 


on their proposals for easing the energy 
crisis in Wisconsin. Earl said substan- 
tial changes by the Republican-con- 
trolled Senate in the Assembly's energy 
bill would leave little choice but to sub- 
mit the differences to committee. 


Distribution of shared revenue by the 


state has been stalled because of 
municipal challenges to the state's 
method of estimating population. Allot- 
ments are based on the estimates. 


A Circuit Court judge has ordered 


partial distribution of $166 million in 
revenue, with an estimated $45 million to 
be held in escrow pending settlement of 
the municipalities' suit. 


Lucey called the special session this 


week to seek legislative settlement to the 
controversy as well as to create an office 
of state energy commissioner to super- 
vise fuel needs and supplies. 


Municipalities generally favor the 


Senate's partial distribution approach, 
which reflects the Circuit Court 
approach and was submitted by Sen. 
Wayne 
Whittow, 
a Milwaukee 


Democrat. 


Rep. David Berger, D-Milwaukee, who 


also favored partial payment, said the 


state Administration Department never 
told 450 municipalities which challenged 
its distribut on formula that there was 
an appeal procedure after the depart- 
ment rejected their claims. 


Earl, noting that the Senate approved 


Whitlow's bill with only a two-vote 
margin, said the Senate might change' 
its attitude toward the Assembly ver- 
sion. 


A conference committee "is in their 


hands now," Earl said. "They may wish 
to ask for a conference committee. But 
I would like to avoid it if at all possible."
